DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to a moving image recording apparatus for 
recording moving image data on a recording medium. Each independent claim identifies 
the uniquely distinct features " a judgment device for judging whether a record format of 
said recording medium is suitable for recording said moving image data " and "a 
recording medium controller for controlling operation of said recording medium, said 
recording medium controller reformatting said recording medium with a high-speed 
record format suitable for the record of said moving image data when said judgment 
device judges that said record format is unsuitable for recording said moving image 
data ". The closest prior art, Satoh et al. (5,914,787) and Tanaka et al. (US 6,845,438 
B1) disclose conventional moving image recording apparatus, either singularly or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
